Now it seems the Traffic Commission 
wants to undertake more surveys, techni- 
cal research and other detailed planning. 

We have yet to hear anyone dispute 
the acute need for widening these side- 
walks. However, if there be any doubt- 
ers we suggest they take a stroll along 
that route at any time of day. And if they 
be of the obstinate variety let them nego- 


tiate the stretch—if they can—at 5 o’clock 
on a weekday afternoon.

But even 
so, they have had a year to work out those 
problems.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Joe McCarthy, Republican, Wisconsin, has done enough damage to our 
Government and to its prestige and that of our nation abroad in a very critical era by his wild 
and slanderous charges about innocent, upright, patriotic persons in the State Department from behind 


the cloak of his congressional immunity. 

But he has started something even more insidi- 
ous and poisonous here at home. It affects the 
lives of innocent people of probity and decency, 
their right of privacy and freedom from annoy- 
ance and persecution. And if it spreads, it could 
set neighbor against neighbor in a ghastly, un- 
American fashion. 

Because of the terrible significance of this 
modern witch-hunt and because you may have 
overlooked what has happened here to people 
like yourselves—decent, law-abiding citizens, and 
their families—the experiences in two cases is 
recited, at the expense of redundancy, as they 
were told to the Senate Foreign Relations Sub- 
committee investigating the McCarthy “charges.” 

Speaking, in the first instance, is Mrs. Esther 
Caulkin Brunauer, who has served faithfully in 
the State Department: 

“In my household there are two small chil- 
dren and an elderly grandmother, besides my- 
self and my husband. We are all upset and 
bewildered. Since March 13 (when Joe Mc- 
Carthy made his charges about her) we have 
received anonymous telephone calls at all hours 
of the day and night, accompanied by threats 
and profanity, with such advice as ‘get out of 
this neighborhood, you Communists, or you will 
be carried out in a box.’ | 

“All of you who have families will realize 
the effects this has on the atmosphere of a 
home. You know how much you would feel it 
if it were hapepning in your home. 

“Sen. McCarthy may have his own reasons 
for what he has done and the way he has done 
it, but I will never be able to understand them.” 

Speaking, in the second instance, is Haldore 
Hanson, former AP reporter during the China- 


Japanese War, who has been in the State Depart- 
ment for four years. He told how in the farm 
community in which he lives in near-by Vir- 
ginia one neighbor had called him “a Russian 
spy” and “that Communist.” 


“My latest information of this kind,” he 
said, “concerns a meeting of a county agri- 
cultural committee at Leesburg at which a 
Virginia State official from Richmond, in the 
presence of a large number of farmers, de- 
nounced the growing number of Communists 
in Government and named me as one of 
them. As far as I know, he had never heard 
of me until Sen. McCarthy’s charges.” 


That’s what’s happening in the lives of peo- 
ple, American citizens. It reads like something 
from behind the Iron Curtain, or from the annals 
of Naziism in Germany. It’s a fearful state for 
our country—whispers, suspicion. We'd better 
take thought—and care. 

Mr. Hanson challenged Sen. McCarthy to say 
outside what he had said about him under his 
congressional immunity and he would sue the 
Senator for libel. But the Senator does not ac- 
cept the chall , though he said in his speech 
in the Senate, Feb. 20, when he began making 
his charges about State Department personnel, 
that “I will not say anything on the Senate floor 
which I will not say off the floor. On the day 
when I take advantage of the security we have 
on the Senate floor, on that day I will resign 
from the Senate. Anything I say on the floor cf 
the Senate at any time will be repeated off 


.the floor.” 


That was his pledge.

Beersheba! 
Rootin’, Tootin' West 


BEERSHEBA, Israel—Here is a rootin’, toot- 
in’ wild West frontier town where they talk 
Hebrew and ride both camels and jeeps. 


This ancient town of Abraham and Jacob is the hopping-off 
place for the desert—the Negeb—where the Israelis are pushing 
a 20-inch water line and where séme 20 farm settlements are 
wrestling with conditions that are tough as anything our own West 
knew, with the Arab war as substitute for our Indian wars 


It is a frontier town complete to the barrooms (where no one 
gets drunk). The soldiers, pipeline workers and builders wear 
beards and pistols. It is frontier in appearance and reality as to 
people, cafes and hotels. But it differs in that there is no drunken- 
ness and there are no painted ladies and no gambling joints. Israel 
still is a dedicated country. But it is dusty, war-torn and primitive. 
Big trucks go rumbling through with their loads of pipe and ma- 
chinery. Farm trucks come in for supplies. Farmers and workers 
have soft drinks, beer or some of the sweet Carmel wine at one of 
the ‘small, raw-new cafes. They are not a getting-drunk people. 
Their kids come into the cafes, all of which are labeled bars as well, 
and have the old European “soda”—raspberry flavor and soda water. 
Bedouins Dusty, robed, bearded Bedouins and their camels 

come to town. They don’t bother and are not sur- 
prised at the change. The Bedouins were there when recorded 
history dawned. They are still there in the Negeb, their flocks or 
camels, goats and donkeys on the hills, herded by small, robed 
boys, and their black hair-tents are pitched on the slopes hard 
by some oasis, well or spring. They have the philosophy of the 
desert, that nothing save food and water is really important. 


It is a wild West town, too, because of the cattle rustlers and 
smugglers. One of Israel’s toughest problems is cattle and horse 
stealing. Arabs come over the borders at night to raid the small 
settlements of stock. In the Negeb the great smuggling business 
is hashish. Police showed us some of their captures. Hashish 
is narcotic weed. When dried and ground, the result can be pressed 
into a cake. It looks like a cake of hardened snuff and it smells 
like dried hay. But it sells for $15 a pound. Bedouins run it 
through the desert to Egypt. It comes through from Syria and 
Lebanon. Most of it is produced in Turkey and Syria. The Bedouins 
travel by night, holing up with their camels in some deep ravine 
It is almost impossible to catch them. 


Egypt takes most of the supply. It is the poor man’s dream 
powder and it testifies to the misery of the poor in Egypt. The 
drug has corrupted the Egyptian police, which do not try to capture 
the smugglers. At least, some of the police work with the smugglers. 

Stock stealing by Arabs attained such proportions the cattle on 
all border farms are brought at night to a single corral, or stabled, 
with guards. Some of the hashish smugglers are caught, but most 
of them get through, traveling at night and hiding by day in the 
great unoccupied stretches of the Negeb. 


Change I saw Beersheba last in 1946. It was then a dusty, 

‘sleepy, quiet Arab town to which tourists came to see 
the picturesqueness and to watch the primitive use of Abraham’s 
wells, seven of them, where old water chains, turned by donkeys 
or camels, pulls up the water in pitch-coated wooden cups, each 
holding about a quart. The streets were quiet. The shops 
were shabbily “quaint.” There were just two streets, with Arab 
mud huts clustered about the edges of the town. Eucalyptus and 
tamarisk trees made the town pleasant. I remembered the first 
sign of the town one saw was the minaret of a Moslem mosque 
sending its slender tower up above the rise of ground which ob- 
scured the town itself. 


I saw the minaret on this return journey, but even as I looked 
our car sped up the hill and the town opened before us. To the 
left was a brand-new village of small, modern one-and-a-half-room 
houses, plus bathroom. The sound of explosions came to us. Later 
I learned that soldiers were detecting and detonating land mines 
left from “the war” on a piece of ground where new building was 
to begin. (It is not yet safe to walk around the battlefields of 
the recent war. Almost every week someone gets hurt with mines 
or detonators despite a police and press campaign of warning. Six 
young boys were killed recently by one mine which they found 
and set off by tossing a rock on it.) | 


Pro ress I saw that old Beersheba (not so old really, since 
g the “modern” buildings were built in 1900) was no 
more. Dust rose continually from it. Traffic bustled thruogh it. 
The sweating, muscled laborers toiled with heavy loads; soldiers 
came and went; pistol-wearing guards and MPs were about. Only 
the Bedouins slouched along, seemingly unimpressed. 

Many of the buildings, mostly one-story, were war wrecked. 
They are being restored into small shops. The chief one of Beer- 
heba’s Biblical wells, the one closest in town, is now behind a new 


gasoline pump and station, the sign of which is riddled with bullet - 


holes. It was in the line of fire in some of the street fighting be- 
tween Israeli and Arab troops. 

The well dates back to the time of the old patriarch whose 
flocks grazed in the arid lands about Beersheba. Abraham likely 
was a Bedouin, certainly he was a shepherd patriarch. It was at 
this Beersheba Abraham made his covenant with Abimelech. 

We went south of Beersheba 25 miles to the southernmost farm 
settlement, called Revivim (Dew). It will do for the next chapter. 
It is a heroic story which helps explain how Israel defeated four 
Arab nations and became a sovereign state.

This time he swiped a horse 
hitched in front of a saloon and the hayburner, undoubtedly of 
the long-suffering type, didn’t bat ear or tail as. he held up the 
stage and frightened the driver into throwing down the Wells- 
Fargo box. 

Unfortunately, Fellows hadn’t read up on what tools the well- 
dressed highwayman carries, and so, unable to pry open the 
heavy box, he started to swing it onto the horse’s_ back. This, 
however, was too much for the patient gee-gee and it ran away.

Money, Too, Improves With Age 


WASHINGTON—The time has come to consider one of your favorite subjects 
and mine: Money. The dirty stuff that gets germs on your fingers, the love of 
which is said to be the root of all evil (this I doubt), and which for a number 
of horrid reasons is causing the money manufacturers here many sleepless nights. 


For one thing, they’ve got too much amateur competition. 
dettinn up shop all over the place. The Secret Service has a theory about this. 


Counterfeiters are 
The crooks with 


the printing presses did a tremendous business during and after the war making phony gasoline, 


shoe and meat stamps. 

They learned all the fine points of their ne- 
farious trade and when the OPA blew up, no- 
body wanted their product. So they turned to 
the production of money, mostly $20 bills. 

“A number of persons we have arrested re- 
cently have been former violators of the OPA 
laws,” said U. E. Baughman, Chief of the Treas- 
ury’s Secret Service. 

“In other words, when we ran the OPA we 
used it as a training school for more criminals; 
is that the idea?” demanded Sen. Guy Cordon, 
of Oregon, who I none not tell you, is a Re- 
publican. 


This made the cop stutter a little. He 
didn’t mean the OPA was a seminary for 
thieves; he meant that they were criminals 
who'd probably have been robbing banks if 
they hadn’t latched onto those booklets of 
airplane stamps.

NEW YORK—The “cold war” between the U. S. A. and the USSR has frozen diplomatic rela- | 
tions between the two countries into a deadlock which appears unbreakable. | 
tude—as expressed by State Department spokesmen, including Sec. Dean Acheson in his California | 


speech and George F. Kennan in a recent article in The Reader’s Digest—seems to be based upon 


two premises: 


First, that the Soviet Government announced in 1917 that it was opposed to all other forms of. 
government and economic systems, that it would do its utmost to overthrow them and would be | 
bound by no agreements and neglect no means, fair or foul, of force or guile, to attain its ends. 
ond, that the Soviet Government right up to the present day has not swerved fundamentally from this | 


original declaration of its intentions. 

Acheson’s speech can be interpreted in no 
other sense. It is, in fact, a list of seven out- 
standing instances of Soviet hostility to the West. 

From these two premises, the United States 
has developed a policy along the following lines: 

(a) To maintain American military strength 
at a level high enough to prevent the Russians 
from attempting any act of war. 


(b) To <contain further Russian expansion by 
economic and if necessary by military aid to any 
nation which this expansion may threaten. 

The objection that this is a somewhat negative 
policy is met by the twofold answer that the only 
alternatives—a friendly agreement with Russia or 
a preventive war (or threat of war) by the United 
States—are at present impossible because the 
Russians have made it clear that they will not 
be bound by agreements and because the Ameri- 
can Congress and people are not prepared to 
accept the idea of war or ultimatum. 

In short, says the State Department, there is 
no immediate solution of the problem. Such-an 
attitude is reasonable and logical, but it involves 
a heavy burden of cost and anxiety which shows 
no Sign of lessening or achieving any notable 


result. 


But if the American side of the picture 
has its unsatisfactory features, how does it 
look to the Russians? As matters now stand, 
the USSR is devoting nearly one fifth of its 
whole national effort and expenditure to its 
military establishment. Whether this is done 
for purposes of aggression or, as the Russian 
leaders say, for self-defense against world 
capitalism, does not change the fact that it 
imposes upon the Russian people a far 
heavier burden than Americans are called 
upon to bear. No dictator, however rythless 
or omnipotent, can ignore the crushing effects 
upon his subjects, however obedient or ac- 
customed to hardship, of this monsirous ob- 
stacle to their attempts to recover from a war 
whose cost in lives and property, not to 
mention human happiness, can hardly be 

d. 


If Americans are feeling the pinch of the cold 
war, to Russians it must be a vicelike squeeze. 
Surely this is an important factor which no iron 
curtain can conceal or deny, and in consequence 


is it not possible that recent hints and indications | 


from Moscow that a “settlement” is desirable are 
something more than a new “peace offensive” or 


maneuver to beguile public opinion in the United | 


States and the rest of the world? 

Before investigating such a possibility, it is 
worth while to discuss the familiar argument 
that the Russians are simply trying to gain time 
because time is “on their side.” It is hard to 
see how this should be the case unless the word 
“time” is taken to imply that the Americans will 
gradually become indifferent to the whole busi- 
ness and let the Russians win, so to speak, by 
default. This is obviously ridiculous. Nor does 
“time” mean that the Americans are going to sit 
with folded hands and let the Russians catch up 
with them in quantity and quality of industrial 
and scientific development. 


In actual fact, the resources and technique 
of the United States are so much superior to 
those of the USSR that their advances will 
be correspondingly greater and more rapid, 
and that American superiority instead of 
diminishing will increase as Stalin and his 
associates are well aware. Irrespective of 
Communist gains in Asiatic countries, which 
have revolted against internal misgovern- 
ment or foreign colonial domination, the Bol- 
shevik leaders have full understanding of 
the respective strength of the two principal 
antagonists should matters ever come to the 
supreme test of war. 


From this, of course, it does not follow that a 
solution of the present deadlock can easily be 
found, or that much is to be gained by an inter- 
national or American-Russian conference in the 
near future. On the other hand, is there any- 
thing to be lost, or even risked, from an attempt 
to consider dispassionately the basic factor of the 


present situation—that it is inflicting upon the | 


Americans a most onerous and vexatious burden 
and upon the Russians a crushing and almost in- 
tolerable weight? What harm would be done by 
asking the Russians, through usual diplomatic 
channels, to formulate their views and wishes and 
simultaneously to formulate American views and 
wishes, not in the form of grievances or accusa- 
tions but as a plain statement? Let both sets of 
opinions be published, and let the whole world 
judge between them. 


K Water Jolt 
For New Yorkers 


NEW YORK—New Yorkers who consider it” 


either corny or useless to abide by the earnest 

appeals of the authorities to make each Thurs- 
day a , virtuale waterless day will get a jolt out of Milton Lehman’s 
piece in the April issue of Cosmopolitan. 


Lehman, with vivid imagina- 
tion which isn’t far from the 
truth, writes the story of water- 
less New York as if he were 
covering the fatal event for a 
newspaper. He dateslines his 
story “New, York, Aug. 1, 1950.” 
Then goes on: 

“New Yorkers awoke today, 
turned on the faucets in their 
bathrooms and heard only the 
hiss of air entering the pipes. 

“New York is now a closed 
city—crippled for lack of water. 
At / o'clock this morning, the 
Board of Health declared the 
world’s greatest metropolis in a 
‘state of imminent peril’ and took 
. ver its administration. 


“EFFECTIVE imme diately, 
residents can now receive water 
from their faucets for only one 
hour daily—between 5 and 6 
p. m. At all other times, the wa- 
ter system will be shut down. 
The only exceptions -re for hos- 
pitals and firefighting equip- 
r.ent. . Severe fines and jail 
sentences are providel for of- 
fenders. Police and a volunteer 
emergency corps drawn from 
wartime Civilian - defense rolls 
are patrollin@ the city and in- 
specting sources of water.” 


Lehman reports the death of 
527 New Yorkers during July, 
1950, from typhoid and dysen- 
tery, and reveals that 3,500 
patients are receiving treat- 
ment for typhoid, diarrhea, 
and dysentery in the city’s 
overcrowded hospitals. Then 
he continues: 


“Yesterday’s disastrous fire in 
uptown Manhattan, ravaging 
five city blocks, was the worst 
in the series of fires that have 
plagued the city this Summer. 


“‘We never imagined that 
there would be no rainfall for 
so long,’ the mayor declared. 
‘Today we are faced by enor- 
mous problems—evacuating the 
children, fighting fires, con- 
trolling the terror of typhoid 
and dysentery. ... New York is 
” in the hands of the doc- 
ors. * 


LEHMAN envisions some of 
the restrictions clamped on a 
waterless New York: A kind of 
martial law, barring the en- 
trances of the city ‘> visitors 
and workers from outlying 
areas, seizure of all wells, etc. 


Such water as would be ob- 
tainable, if New York is re- 
duced to the condition here- 
with stated, would have to be 
boiled for 10 minutes before 
being used. He pictures the 
long grass lane dividing Park 
Avenue as filled with Army 
filtration units, from which 
canteens of precious water 
- ould be issued to thirst- 
crazed New Yorkers by armed 
guards. 


“The Navy and the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service are also rush- 
ing to New York’s aid on or- 
ders of the President,” he con- 
tinues. “Today the Atlantic fleet 
is dispatching cruisers and de- 
stroyers to the deserted harbor. 
Since June, the great harbor has 
been closed to commercial ves- 
sels, which formerly docked 
here and took ion supplies of 
fresh water... . 

“Navy vessels have come to 
give water, not to take it. It is 
hoped that shipboar@ distillation 
plants, working at full speed. 
can distill from the ocean 1,000.- 
000 gallons of fresh water daily.”

WASHINGTON—()—The _ Ad- 
ministration got back in control 
in the House yesterday and ward- 
ed off all further attempts to whit- 
tle down the foreign aid bill. 

The big vote on the $3,000,000,- 
000 bill now is expected to come 
Monday. 

In contrast to previous days, 
when the Administration took 
three straight lickings, the House: 


1. Beat down, by 154 to 103, an 
amendment offered by Rep. Wint 
Smith, Republican, Kansas. Smith 
wanted to drop from next year’s 
fund the sum of $150,000,000 which 
is expected to be unspent at the 
end of this fiscal year on June 30. 

2. Approved $100,000,000 for eco.) 
nomic aid to the Republic of South 
Korea. 

3. Gave new authority to spend 
about $100,000,000 of China aid 
funds left over from previous .au- 
thorizations. 

4. Wound’up the section which 
deals with aid to Western Europe, 
Korea and China. 

Still up for argument: $27,450,- 
000 for relief of Arab refugees 
from the Palestine war areas, and 
President Truman’s controversal 
“noint four” program, so-called 
because it was the fourth point in 
a Presidential foreign policy state- 
ment. 

Yesterday’s session was quite a 
contrast to previous actions by the 
House on the Administration’s re- 
quest for $3,372,490,000. The op- 
position won tentative approval of 
amendments which would: 

1. Knock a quarter of a billion 
dollars from the Marshall Plan 
fund for Western Europe. 

9. Block all aid to Britain until 
Ireland is united. 

3. Earmark $1,000,000,000 of the 
fund for the purchase of U. S. 
farm surpluses. 

Administration leaders hope to 
reverse all these decisions.

For Lion Oil Company, 1949 was a year 
of accomplishment. All projects of a 
Jarge scale program of capital addi- 
tions to manufacturing were completed 
and placed in operation. Most of these 
additions were. made to increase the 
volume and diversify the products of 
the Chemical Division. Of equal or 
greater importance for long term growth 
was the finding of new crude oil re- 
serves which far surpassed the discov- 
eries made by the Company in any 
previous year.

Asparagus, 
Rhubarb 
On Markets 


Easter — Spring flowers — as- 
paragus ard rhubarb. Could 
anything bring Spring and Sum- 
mer more to mind? The pres- 
ent Spring and Summer temper- 
atures in tne Delta region of 
California have brought the 
“fat,” tender asparagus spears 
popping like magic from the 
soft earth. 

Asparagus is sold either by 
the bunch or by the pound. 
Choose fresh, tender, brittle 
stalks with elose, compact tips. 
The whole stalk, with the ex- 
ception of an inch or two of the 
base, should be green and ten- 
der. Plan to get two servings 
from a pound. 


HOW TO COOK 


Break off each stalk as far 
down as it snaps easily. Wash 
thoroughly to remove any loose 
scales and sard. Leave the 
spears whole or cut into inch 
lengths. 

Whole Stalks or Spears 

1. Cook~in one inch of boiling 
salted water in a tightly cov- 
ered saucepan for 10 to 20 min- 
utes, or until the spears can be 
pierced: easily. with a fork. 

2. Cook in pressure saucepan 
for % to 1% minutes at 15 
pounds pressure. 


‘ Cut Pieces 


1. Drop into an inch of boil- 
ing salted water. Cook, cov- 
ered, 12 to 15 minutes. 

2. Cook in pressure saucepan 
about % minute at 15 pounds 
pressure. 


HOW TO SERVE 

1. Serve hot asparagus with 
melted butter, lemon butter, 
cream sauce or with browned, 
buttered crumbs. 

2. Chill cooked asparagus and 
serve with vegetable salads. 

3. Combine hot asparagus in 
cream sauce with sliced, hard- 
cooked eggs. Serve with rice 
or crisp toast as luncheon or 
supper dish. 


HOW TO BUY RHUBARB 

Rhubarb is sold by the pound, 
and two pounds will make from 
four to six servings. Choose 
stalks of fair thickness and 
good color. Usually, well col- 
ored rhubarb is well flavored. 
Watch for fresh, firm, crisp ten- 
der stalks. 


BAKED RHUBARB 

2 tbs. fresh rhubarb

2 tablespoons cold water

Remove leaves and root ends 
from rhubarb. Wash but do not 
peel. Cut stalks.into one-inch 
lengths and combine with re- 
maining ingredients.

How To Make Pertect Custard Pie

When pie polls are taken for favorites, apple pie always takes the number one spot, 
but in number two place usually comes creamy, delicate flavored golden custard pie. 
Little wonder.-it is so popular, for made properly the soft texture of the filling ‘'s a per- 
fect contrast for the crisp, flaky shell which holds it. 


Not all custard pies are such 
realities of perfection! Unfortu- 
nately many are soggy, too soft 
or too rubbery, or flat tasting. 

A perfect custard pie is easy 
to maké if you’ll foNow direc- 
tions exactly. There are cer- 
tain basic cooking techniques 
which must be adhered to for 
perfect pies. 

Here is a step-by-step recipe 
with explanations for a superb 
pie. Eggs are plentiful and 
thrifty now so bake a pie this 
afternoon for tonight’s desserf. 
CUSTARD PIE 

Plain pastry for one 9-inch pie 
“4 eggs (or 2 eggs and 4 yolks) 
Ye cup sugar 
%4 teaspoon salt 
V2 teaspoon vanilla 
Yo teaspoon almond extract 

22 cups scalded milk 

Nutmeg (optional) 

1. Line 9-inch pie plate with 
pastry. Be sure there are no 
and no 
holes in pastry. Place crust in 
refrigerator while _ preparing 
filling. 

2. Beat eggs slightly; add sug- 
ar, salt and flavorings. This 
recipe calls for more eggs than 
usual. By using this amount the 
custard “sets” more quickly and 
has a tendency to prevent soak- 
ing the crust. 

3. Slowly pour scalded milk 
into egg mixture, stirring con- 
stantly. Prewarming the milk 
before adding it to the other 
ingredients shortens the “set- 
ting” time also. 

4. Pour custard mixture into 
pastry-lined pie plate.

dummy. This lost to-the queen 
and a spade return burned up 
his last trump. There was now, 
no way for him to avoid the loss 
of two diamond tricks. 
Declarer’s play might have 
won the hand if West had exact- 
ly three clubs to the queen, for 
dummy’s suit would establish 
and provide discards for three 
of South’s diamonds. But we do 
not think that he made the 
proper choice. West’s holding of 
three clubs to the queen was 


the only one on which his line | 
of play would win. Going for | 


the diamonds offered him a con- 
siderably brighter prospect, for 
he could win the hand if East 
had.any number of. diamonds 
headed by the queen. 


Going for the diamonds first 
provides declarer with a slight 
additional chance depending 
upon the human factor. If the 
finesse of the 10 of diamonds 
luses to West’s queen, and West 
fails to return a diamond, de- 
clarer will have a chance to 
bring in the club suit if it is 
favorably disposed, in order to 
discard the remainder of his 
diamonds.
